Long Fight Waged by Argus in District Attor- 


ney's Hands, Who Says Nuisance Will Be 


Abated May 1st. Humphreys Defiant.

dinance beginning May 1. We will 
make arrests if it is necessary to en- 
force this ordinance."—District Attor- 
ney John D. Fredericks.

Will the hog ranch at Baldwin Park 


be abolished on May first? 


It will. The county ordinance goes 


into effect May first. 


An intelligent Japanese, who talked 


English fairly well, but who, on ac- i 
count of the aroma of his clothes, did 
not need to introduce himself as an 
owner of hogs at the Baldwin Park 
piggery, called at the Argus office on 
Tuesday, and wanted information. He 
said that there was an American hog 
owner who was trying to get the "Jap 
boys" to contribute toward a pool of 
$10,000 for the purpose of fighting the 
county ordinance. In his conversation 
he mentioned the name of Durbin, 
the hog owner who operates at Ver- 
non. He (the Jap) was suspicious 
that the money would not win the 
fight if it was contributed, and he 
wanted to know of the Argus if he 
was .correct.

It was ^pointed out to^Jiim that crim- 
inal as well as civil suits would he 
instituted by, the county In. th&,,efvent 
thSl*tatj£<St3r ,of Lo^-AngelM'%fi|fr7:t4 
comply with the ordinance, but that 
it did not make any difference how 
much money might be collected by the 
Japanese to fight the ordinance, the 
prosecution would be directed against 
the city of Los Angeles, and not 
against the hog owners, and that the 
hog owners had nothing whatsoever 
to do with it, except perhaps to be 
named as co-respondents in a suit 
which would -have as chief defendant 
the city of Los Angeles. It is unlaw- 
ful, according to the ordinance to sell 
garbage for the purpose of feeding to 
animals used as human food; it is 
unlawful to feed the garbage, but the 
main fight will be waged with the city 
of Los Angeles, and not the hog own- 
ers, who are accessories after the fact. 
The ten thousand dollars proposed as 
a fund to fight the county is on the | 
face of it, a trick that somebody is | 
trying to work on the Japanese, and 
before the Japanese left the Argus I 
office they were convinced of it. They 
will not contribute any money to fight 
the ordinance. 


The Japanese stated that they will 


move their hogs to some point outside 
the county, but of course would not 
state where this place would be. 


"Suppose we leave the hogs at the 


Piggery after May first?" asked the 
Japanese. 


"Then you will have to feed them 


grain, or something other than gar- 
bage." 


The Japanese nodded their heads 


vigorously, and departed. They have 
no desire to fight the county.

in the Los Angeles Times yesterday 
morning: 


After visiting the piggery of the V. 


D. Reduction Company near Covina 
yesterday, Dist.-Atty. Fredericks stat- 
ed that he will prosecute all violations 
of the county ordinance which makes 
it a misdemeanor to carry garbage 
from this city to any part of the coun- 
ty other than an incorporated city. 


Capt. Fredericks eaid that he has not 


heard what the city intends to do with 
the garbage when the ordinance be- 
comes effective May 1, and that he is 
placed in his official position to en- 
force the law. fie says the city au^ 
thorities are mistaken when they de- 
clare the state law forbids the dump- 
ing of garbage into the ocean. 
The 


District Attorney says this can be: 
done under proper conditions and is 
done by the city of Oakland and many 
eastern municipalities.

PUENTE MUST

INCORPORATING GREAT AREA 


OF FARMING COUNTRY. 


Petitions Protesting Against Including 


West Covina Pour Into County

When the Argus announced the pro- 


posed boundaries of the incorporation 
of Puente last week, there went up a 
mighty roar. Petitions of protest soon 
became as thick as sample ballots at 
a primary election, and in two days, 
more than half of the populated terri- 
tory of the 
proposed incorporation 


had been signed up as bitterly oppos- 
ed to'being included. The promoters 
of the scheme had been working 
quietly, but seemingly had not taken 
into 
consideration that the people 


must be consulted, and when the peti- 
tions went before the board-of super- 
visors, the members o? the board look- 
ed very coldly at the gentlemen who 
wished to form a city, and told them 
that there would be nothing doing 
unless they would be good and not try 
to take in the whole San Gabriel val- 
ley. 


Six hundred acres east of Glendora 


avenue showed up on a petition head- 
ed 
by George Griffiths, protesting 


against being included. 
Four hun- 


dred acres protested by petition, sit- 
uated west of Wfllow aVenue and 
north of Arroyo Drive, headed by F. 
C. McCandless. To this was added 90 
acres south of Arroyo Drive.

territory be stricken out of the pro- 
posed incorporation. At the same time 
two protests were filed, asking that 
800 acres and fifty city lots be taken 
out, these situated in the Hudson and 
Bassett school district. 


Chairman Pridham of the2 board 


of supervisors was very cold in his 
affections for the proposed incorpor- 
ation. In addressing Mr. Watts, Mr. 
Sawyer, Mr. Geo. Cross and other 
gentlemen praying for the incorpora- 
tion, he said: "I do not want to de- 
ceive you gentlemen, and I have no 
authority to speak for Mr. Manning, 
who is absent, and who has jurisdic- 
tion over this territory, but this board 
has no intention of incorporating as 
a city such a large amount of land 
which is strictly farming territory. 
In speaking of the desire of the Puen- 
te people to improve the roads, and 
that this was one reason for wish- 
ing to incorporate, Mr. Pridham said 
that they could go ahead and lay 
down roads in asphalt and macadam 
without incorporating, as there was 
an act on the statutes of California 
that would authorize them to form 
road districts for the purpose. Mr. 
Pridham also punctured the bubble 
concerning the establishment of a 
sewer farm in the district by the city 
of Covina. 


"We will not allow the city of Co- 


vina, or any other city, to establish 
sewer 
farms 
anywhere 
outside 


their own corporate limits," said Mr. 
Pridham. The city of Covina could 
not place a sower farm in your dis- 
trict, and if they should- attempt to 
do so, which I arn informed they will 
not, the board of supervisors would 
enjoin them from so doing." 


It is understood that there is no ob- 


jection on the part of the supervisors 
for Puente to incorporate a reasonable 
territory, but that they will never 
grant the huge amount of territory 
first prayer for. 


"You will have to trim your terri- 


tory down," the superiors told them. 
"You will have to trim It and trim it 
again, and then we will trim it after 
you get through trimming." 


With the loss of the large amount of 


acreage already praying to be left out 
of the incorporation, the proposed city 
of Puente cannot be formed, as there 
will not be left live hundred inhabi- 
tants necessary to incorporate under 
the law. 
The West Covina walnut 


district, known as the Irwlndale school 
district, is against the proposition, and 
the gentlemen wishing to incorporate 
the city have only thirteen signers iu 
that district, while over forty have 
already signed a protesting petition. 
It is understood that the West Covina 
people will attend the hearing on 
Monday morning in a body, and will 
ask that the whole territory be strick- 
en out. If this is granted the'city of 
Puento will have to be postponed, as 
the population left will not be sutli- 
cient to incorporate.

Advertising is an art that has grown

Dollars Saved to Growers 


Preieing is not properly a part of 


transportation service. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission has ruled a- 
srainst the railroad demand of $30 per 
car for precooling. The opinion was 
written by Commissioner Prouty, and 
i:-. worth J600.000 a year to citrus frni' 
prowers in California. 


IT says: "We are of the opinion that 


shippers have the right to precool, 
that 
ST.50 per far 
IK a reasonable 


charge to be made 
by the farriers 


Tor their service as stated in the for- 
rn"r opinion in that connection, that 
the tariffs withdrawing this charge are 
unlawful and that the present tariffs 
or their equivalent, should be contin- 
ued in effect and it will be so order- 
ed. Carriers are ordered on or before 
May 20, 1912, to cancel the said tar- 
iff and supplements so far an the ab- 
rogate such charge are unlawful, and 
retain the $7.HO rate for two years." 


THE DECISION. 


The report of commission says: "In 


Arlington Heights Fruit Exchange vs. 
Southern Pacific. Company, the com- 
mission reduced the charge of the 
defendants for precooling from $30 
to $7.50 per car. The proceedings were 
begun by the carriers in the Com- 
merce Court 
to 
enjoin the enforc- 


nient of this order, but the court de- 
clined to interfere, holding apparently 
that inasmuch aa the order simply re- 
quired the reduction of a rate volun- 
tarily established by the carriers, noth- 
ing but the amount of the charge was 
before the court, and that the right. 
of shippers to insist upon the privi- 
lege of precooling could not be ad- 
judiciated in that, proceeding. 


"Thereupon the carriers filed tariffs 


establishing the rate of $7.50 as or- 
dered by the commission, but imme- 
diately thereafter they filed other tar- 
iffs cancelling these tariffs and with- 
drawing the privilege of precooling al- 
together. Upon protest from interest- 
ed shippers, the commission suspend- 
ed the tariffs cancelling the precool- 
ing privilege by its order in this pro- 


ceeding, so that the question for our 
present consideration is: Have the 
carriers the right to cancel their pre- 
cooling tariffs and thereby withdraw 
that privilege entirely? 


This is eventually answered in the 


negative. 


SERVICE KEQCIREIX 


Whether or not precooling was part, 


of transportation as claimed is treated 
at length, and decided in the negative, 
and then the opinion says: "The only 
service required of the carriers is to 
provide the car, set it. at the packing 
house and when loaded, haul that car 
within a reasonable time, to its des- 
tination, and there make delivery in 
the same condition in which it was re- 
ceived. The mere fact that ice is used 
in connection with the shipment no 
more makes the process of precooling 
a 
transportation 
service 
than 
as 


though ice were placed in the recep- 
tacle containing the article to he ship- 
ped and not in the bunker of the car. 
Fish arid poultry are very often ship- 
ped in barrels filled with ice. but it 
will not be claimed that for this rea- 
son the carrier has the right to fur- 
nish the ice which is placed in the 
package, or to decline to receive ttie 
package because it. does contain ice. 
The complainants urge that they have 
the legal right to precool ami that this 
right cannot be denied them by this 
commission. 
\» e are clear that until 


the carriers offers a substita'.., for 
precooling which is fairly its equiva- 
lent in cost and in efficiency, it is the 
right of tlie shipper to avail himself 
of this privilege. As stated in our for- 
mer opinion, the difference in expense 
applied to all carloads of citrus fruits, 
which are now refrigerated in transit 
would equal $000,000 per year. 


"It is a singular proposition that 


this enormous waste must continue in- 
definitely 
and 
increasingly because 


these carriers have made an invest- 
ment, the value of which will be im- 
paired if the privilege to precool be 
accorded."

Thorpe]Tells Experience 


With Gum Disease 
By Ben F. Thorpe. 


Several articles have been publish- 


ed recently on the subject of gum 
distase, with which most every grower 
of citrus fruits in Southern California 
is more or less familiar. Probably 
no one has given this question any- 
more careful investigation, outside of 
the state experimental stations, than 
Mr. A. F. Call of Corona. His theory 
of the cause of the disease, which, 
briefly, is a poor sap circulation, and 
his remedy for curing 
same, have 


been widely published and has been 
the means of fjaving many trees. 


He claims the disease is generally 


caused by some kind of an abrasion 
or injury to some part of the tree, 
usually the roots, and that cleaning 
the gum away from the affected part 
and cutting a long, narrow slit in the 
bark near the diseased part to allow 
the gum to escape, will generally ef- 
rect a cure, and I have personally 
used this method with good success. 
One writer, who has the agency for a 
lime fertilizer, claims that the gum 
disease can be cured by heavy appli- 
cations of lime to the soil near the 
affected tree, advising -Us readers to 
"incorporate it in the soil thoroughly, 
to a depth of three feet, all around tlie 
tree," but neglects to state how this 
is to be accomplished. 


Noticing that the disease h'.is re- 


curred on some of my own and neigh- 
bors' trees. 1 have for (lie past few 
months been making a careful exam- 
ination of the root system of all trees 
showing evidence of the disease, and 
in nearly every case have found the 
roots to be in a badly crossed condi- 
tion, or that a rock had been grown be- 
tween two roots, becoming firmly em- 
bedded in the root, ana naturally cans- 
ing a poor circulation of the sap. In 
nearly every instance I found the trees 
which showed the disease the worst 
to be deeply planted, and the crown 
roots from six to sixteen inches below 
the surface of the soil. 


I first dig all the dirt away from 


the roots a distance of about two 
feet from the tree all around, and 
deep enough to uncover all the crown 
roots. Then I scrape all the gum 
aw." and cut a long narrow slit with 
a cnisel to let any remaining gum 
escape. Then I examine all the roots 
carefully, and if I find any that are 
crossed, or are interfering with each 


other, I take a sharp chisel and cut 
out the root, just as you would cut 
out a crossed limb in a tree that was 
interfering with others. It 'is rather 
a painstaking job and should not be 
undertaken by any careless laborer, 
a.s other healthy roots might be easily 
damaged, if some large or clumsy 
implement like a pick or shovel were 
to be used in the work. 


It requires some care in exposing 


the roots and has to be done with 
a small garden trowel, or some other 
small implement, and I have in some 
instances dug to a depth of two feet 
to get under the crown roots. Since 
commencing my investigations along 
these lines, Mr. G. Harold Powell, 
manager 
of 
the 
Citrus Protective 


League, 
informs me that 
when in 


Italy on his recent tour of investiga- 
tion, he saw many orchards where 
the roots were exposed, and that it 
was 
considered the best method of 


curing the disease, and 
that 
the 


crown roots were generally above the 
ground. 


This is usually the case of a tree in 


a forest, planted by nature, and a 
tree which does not show the crown 
roots above the surface will bo found 
to be a sickly tree as a general nil;-. 


Remember. I am not trying to ad- 


vance any new ideas or theories, but 
am merely stating my system of car- 
ing for this disease in my own orch- 
ard and my reasons for so doing. 
It 


will take many months, and perhaps 
years, to prove that the ideas 1 have 
mentioned are correct, but 1 intend to 
continue my experiments along tbe 
lines I have started and think I have 
reason to expect to gradually exter- 
minate the disease from my orchards. 
I leave the roots exposed, banking up 
the excavated place under the tree 
with a rim of earth to make a basin 
to keep the irrigating water awav 
from the roots. 


The successful citrus grower of the 


future wiil be the man who gives his 
personal attention to every question 
affecting the conditions of his trees, 
and the experiments 
and 
investiga- 


tions of the grower are just as much 
needed to improve conditions as are 
those of the state and 
government 


officials in the same work. A more 
general exchange of experiences and 
ideas among the growers is heartily 
to be commended.

esting was Prof. Van Horn, connected 
with the departmental and experiment- 
al work of the state. 


The subject of "root rot" was Ihe 


one chosen by Prof. Van Horn, and 
he had with him a number of sam- 
ples of roots infected with this dis- 
ease. He has been working in the 
San Gabriel valley for some time, 
tracing out the symptoms and endea- 
voring to arrive at a logical conclu- 
sion of the cause of the disease.

shown by the crew and passengers, 
which, with few exceptions, 
devoted 


all the life-boats to the rescue of wo- 
men and children; and our hearts are 
thrilled by the strain;! that have come 
to us across ocean and continent from 
that spiritually heroic: band of mu- 
sicians who, with the black waiers 
closing around them, with their lat- 
est breath sent forth thai melody of 
faith and comfort, "Nearer My God 
to Thee." May they not have died in 
vain.

Fifty Million Melons. 


The growers of cantaloupes in the 


Imperial valley, California, estimate 
this season's production at f>0,ooO,000 
melons. 
Approximately 
ii.riUU acres 


have been planted this spring, the 
yield, under normal conditions, being 
computed at 50,000,000 melons, about 
1,000,000 crates, or 2,600 carloads. At 
least 30,000 tons of ice will be required 
for the shipping of this fruit to the 
markets of the country. The Southern 
Pacific, which handles practically all 
of this crop, is already beginning to 
assemble its refrigerator cars in that 
section. 


To get the melons to their various 


destinations in good condition neces- 
sitates considerable skill in packing 
the crated cantaloupes inside the cars.
